was extrem ely sensational. 
It is hard to fix the exact date upon 
w hich the B raves first showed signs 
of th e rush that was destined to carry 
them from the bottom to the top of 
the league in b ss than six weeks On 
Monday, July 6 , the club was in last 
place, having won 26 gam es and lost 
49 for a percentage of 398. 
P hiladel­ 
phia held seventh place with 467 On 
th at date the Braves started a run 
of four victories and continued w ith 
few defeats until August 24. 
During 
this period Boston m et every o th er 
club in the league except Philadel­ 
phia, w inning 33 gam es, losing 8 and 
tying 1. 
W hile playing at the 805 
clip th e B raves scored 164 runs, 335
